2. He is a Cnrpatho-Russian who was one of the leaders 
of the Jewish youth movement ! 'Droh Ratonim 1 ' in Budapest which 
went underground curing this war in order to help the Jewish 
Agency people in Hungary and in order to secretly emigrate 
Jews out of the Balkans. It is reported (from him) that he 
was so clever that he, himself, ran around in on oB uniform 
or in the uniform of a "Nilosz" (.arrow-cross, the Szaluszi, 
Hungarian Fascist Tarty). He was hailed by the Jewish agency 
as one of their best operatives during this war in ^uu^pest. 

3. ’when the Russians ©ntered Budapest, volunteered 

for service in the NhVD, whicu he entered as a private. Until 
lately he was the adjutant to a Kussian Colonel who is in 
charge of the iikGB section "who controls the Ni.ViP’ . in Budapest.
